Now that you have arrived in 
the nation’s capital, it’s time to find 
something to do. 

Here are a few suggestions and 
the requirements associated with 
each: 

Find a friend with a car. I don’t 
care if they smell or don’t wear any 
clothes.

Welcome to GW, but don ’t pay attention to the spotlight 


Dear Entering Freshman, 


As a member of the Class of 
2000, you are in for a remarkable 
experience. From now until the day 
you graduate, you are going to 
receive a degree of attention - 
especially from the media - that 
earlier generations of students 
could never have imagined. 

Articles about the history of 
education since the year 1 will end 
with you. Articles about American 
higher education in the twentieth 
century will line you up with the 
Classes of 1925, 1950 and 1975. 
Predictions about the American 
and global future will argue that 
you represent (a) the splendid 
beginning of a bright new era, or 
(b) a decline in standards that is 
bound to go on forever. 

And on Commencement Day of 
the year 2000, your photograph 
will adorn our newspapers and 
television screens next to portraits 
of Plato the Athenian, Quintilian 
the Roman, Erasmus of Rotterdam 
and other figures in the history of 
education. 


When 1994 and 1995 rolled 
around, the forty-ninth and fiftieth 
years after the end of the Second 
World War produced a deluge of 
“anniversary” reactions, starting 
with the D-Day invasion of 1944. 
You, however, will 
be graduating in 
a year so laced 
with “anniver- 
saryism” that you

sneeze or cough without someone 
finding meaning in it. 

It will be the 3000th anniver- 
sary of the time when the Biblical 
King David made Jerusalem his 
capital. It will be the 2000th 
anniversary of the birth of Jesus. It 
will even be the 4000th anniver- 
sary, more or less, of the time when 
the Biblical patriarch Abraham left 
the city known as Ur of the 
Chaldees for the Promised Land on 
the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean. 

And the year of your graduation 
will represent the 100th anniver- 
sary of the beginning of the most 
dramatic century in human histo- 
ry, a century whose grand total of 


achievement and horror could be 
called the original science-fiction 
story. 

It has been the century of 
Albert Einstein and Adolf Hitler, 
Jonas Salk and Igor Stravinsky, 
Pablo Picasso and 
Josef Goebbels, 
Joseph Stalin and 
Franklin Roosevelt, 
the elimination of 
smallpox and the 
inception of nuclear death. The 
Class of 2000 will be looked at, 
however fairly or unfairly, as the 
product of all these developments. 
The fact that you can’t immediate- 
ly identify the dates of the First 
World War when asked to do so by 
a newspaper reporter will be treat- 
ed as a cosmic disaster. The fact 
that you still read books and write 
an occasional letter or postcard by 
using a pen will be greeted with 
cries of ecstatic relief 

Meanwhile, even as all of these 
things are going on.

The construction crew is fin- 
ished with 100 percent of the exca- 
vation work. Workers are nearing 
culmination of the floor of the first 
parking level, as well as the 
columns that will support the floor 
of the second level, according to 
Warren Yaun, senior project man- 
ager for the office of planning and 
construction. The entire project is 
expected to be completed by April 
15, 1997. 

Plans for the new residence hall

.ocal banks offer options 

Students must consider financial perks and pitfalls

Jchoosing a bank is one of the most important 
Visions a new student must make. A poor decision 
1 lead to unnecessary charges and a general state of 
fusion. 

LAn informed decision involves assessing your own 
^ds and comparing them with the services and asso- 
lated fees at the area banking institutions. Most stu- 
lents’ needs revolve around two necessities: checking 
iccounts and ATMs. When choosing a bank, it is 
^portant to be aware of the hidden costs associated 
^h each of these services. 

^11 area banks offer some sort of checking account, 
ach one featuring services geared toward different 
ype.'^ of users. The National Institutes of Health 
federal Credit Union, for example, offers students a 
hiking account with no monthly fee. 

J But individuals who write many checks and/or 
^!ess ATMs many times over the course of a month 
hould proceed slowly. NIH’s free checking account 
oly allows for ten free dehits per month. A debit is 
my removal of money from an account - ATM, check or 
joint of sale. After that, the bank charges a fee of 
i0.50 for each debit. 

For students who frequently use checks and find 
hemselves at ATMs three or four times over the 
O^se of an average week, a checking account with a 
font loaded monthly fee may be a more cost effective 
hoice. Washington Federal offers a checking account 
vhich costs $8 a month, but puts no limitations on the 
Wmber of debits a customer may make over the 
<3jrse of a cycle. This monthly fee may be cheaper for 
students than paying $0.50 (or in some cases $1) 


over a certain restricted debit allowance. 

Further complicating the issue are Nations Bank 
(2101 L St. location only) and Crestar Bank, both of 
which are offering introductory enticements of free 
check printing for new customers. 

A bank’s ATMs are another important feature that 
a potential customer must consider. While ATMs make 
life easier, they can also make life considerably more 
expensive. ATMs are not all free. While all banks in 
the area offer free ATM use to their own customers, 
beware the hidden costs involved with taking your 
bank’s ATM card to another financial institution. 
Charges for doing so can cost as much as $2 per trans- 
action. 

In addition, be aware that the bank which owns the 
ATM is now allowed to charge a non-member an addi- 
tional charge. This means that an unsuspecting cus- 
tomer could be asked to pay as much as $4 in process- 
ing fees per transaction. The good news is that the 
bank is required to have the ATM inform the customer 
of this before proceeding with the transaction. 

This, however, does not mean that the best choice 
of a bank is the one with the lowest ATM fees. As with 
all bank-related decisions, no one bank is perfect for 
everyone. While Nations Bank charges its members a 
hefty $1.50 for non-Nations Bank ATM use, one must 
keep in mind that they have over 2000 ATMs in the 
metropolitan area. As a result, an NIHFCU non-bank 
ATM charge of $0.75 may become more expensive 
when users consider that with the exception of the 
three ATM’s located on or near GW’s campus, NIH- 
FCU ATMs are very difficult to find. 

The bottom line in banking is to be aware of your 
own needs, and the services and fees associated with 
each financial institution.

In fact, with 6,000 undergradu- 
tes and nearly three times that 
lany total students, the approxi- 
lately 2,500 people who vote in 
ampus elections each year are the 
xception, not the rule. 
Nevertheless, GW’s Student 


Association continues to advocate 
for students’ rights. And with the 
past elections tallying the third- 
highest voter turnout in school his- 
tory, elected leaders are looking to 
make a greater impact. 

President Damian McKenna 
rode a wave of exciting new ideas 
to victory last spring. He won the 
election without a runoff - a rarity 
at GW - with more than 40 percent 
of the vote. 

Executive vice president 
Dianne Gayoski also won her elec- 
tion without a runoff, giving GW’s 
student leaders a potential man- 
date, and a somewhat unified voice 
behind them as well. 

McKenna promised voters he 
would make GW’s student govern- 
ment the best in the country. He 
has a platform of 31 ideas for 
change, many of which involve 
increasing campus spirit. 


The SA sponsors a number of 
programs to help students, all 
based out of its office on the fourth 
floor of the Marvin Center. There 
are students with knowledge of 
financial aid to help others cut 
through the bureaucracy of the aid 
process. There is also a test file, 
which the SA is trying to spruce 
up, that gives students access to a 
number of past exams as a study 
guide. 

In addition, the SA publishes a 
academic survey so students can 
see what their peers thought of 
classes before registering for them. 

The student government also 
includes a Senate, composed of rep- 
resentatives from each school with- 
in the University. The Senate usu- 
ally meets twice a month in either 
Thurston Hall or the Marvin 
Center.

The Marvin Center: 
your second home 


After Thurston Hall, the 
Marvin Center may be a second 
home for many freshman. Called a 
student union on many campuses, 
the MC serves as the home to GW 
student groups, the J Street dining 
facility, and even a game room and 
a bowling alley. 

The Marvin Center was built in 
the mid-1970s, and the wear and 
tear of the thousands of students 
who pass through the building 
each day is beginning to show, but 
recent renovations have helped 
bring it somewhat back to life. 

The ground floor of the building 
features a convenience store, two 
ATMs, and the GW Bookstore. 
There is also a newsstand, but it 
no longer has newspapers or mag- 
azines for sale (they’re in the book- 
store now). You can, however, use 
the newsstand for its TicketMaster 
outlet and to get stamps or park- 
ing tickets for campus garages. 


The first floor of the Marvin 
Center is host to the J Street food 
court, where a number of food sta- 
tions serve all types of food, from 
vegetarian fare to a old-fashioned 
diner. 

The MC’s fourth floor is the 
base for nearly every GW student 
group. Most have individual offices 
there, and the Student Association 
student government is based on 
the fourth floor as well. 

Finally, the fifth floor is home 
to a bowling alley - the only one in 
the District besides the one at The 
White House. It also hosts an 
arcade game room and pool tables. 
The top of the building used to 
have a sports-bar style restaurant 
called George’s. Due to renovations 
on campus, however, the space was 
temporarily converted to class- 
room space.

But of course, the most important part of the college experience isn’t the 
books you read or the people you meet. It’s the bars you go to! 

As the leading expert in the field of nightlife in the nation’s capital, the 
Bar Belle is here to provide you with your first lesson at GW - Bars 101: A 
few places to go when you’re thirsty. 

Foggy Bottom 

The Crow Bar, 1006 20th St., N.W., is easy to spot — it usually has a long 
teetering line of Harley Davidsons parked precariously in front of it. Don’t 
be fooled into thinking that only bikers frequent this bar, however, because 
the Crow Bar attracts an eclectic mix of people, from businessmen to stu- 
dents to well, bikers. The food is your typical bar fare, and the beer prices 
are average to high, but it is easily the coolest bar in this part of the city. 
Contributing to the coolness factor is bartender Russell Hirshon, who has 
run for mayor of the District on more than one occasion. 

Georgetown 

Third Edition, 1218 Wisconsin Ave., N.W., is the first bar many 
Georgetown students head to on the weekend, making it the place to go if 
you want to pick up a Hoya. It’s also great if you’re in the mood to dance. 
Thirds, as it is known to the regulars, boasts a large floor and DJs spin 
everything from disco to European dance imports. Beware the hefty cover 
charge and occasional long lines on weekends. 

Dupont Circle 

The Brickskellar, 1523 22nd St., has a beer list that contains brews from 
more than 50 countries and a least 60 U.S. microbreweries. With such a 
selection, the bartenders might just ask you to leave if you order a Bud. 'The 
Brick also serves up some real tasty burgers, including one made from 
Buffalo meat. The crowd tends to be older, with the sign at the door saying 
no one under the age of 21 will be admitted without a parent. 

Adams Morgan 

One visit to Tbrn Tom, 2333 18th St., N.W, will convince you to never 
visit a Foggy Bottom bar again. The whole 18th St. strip of the multicul- 
tural Adams Morgan section of D.C. is one of the few place in the city that’s 
still lively after 10 p.m. While Tbrn Ibm is a bar, it’s the food and friendly 
atmosphere that keeps people coming back. The menu overflows with 
mouthwatering hot and cold tapas, always served with a smile. 

Capitol Hill 

Kelly’s Irish Times’ Capitol Hill location, at 14 F St., N.W, makes it a 
popular spot for Hill staffers to unwind after a long day. The bartenders 
have authentic Irish accents and the Guinness flows freely making you feel 
like you are actually in a real Dublin or Galway pub. The prices are better 
though, with a pint of the tar-colored stout going for $3.65. 

Arlington, Va. 

Bardo, 2000 Wilson Blvd., Arlington, Va., is a mere one block south of 
the Courthouse Metro stop and well worth the price of a Farecard. It’s also 
known as The Car Pool because it is decorated like a garage, complete with 
a jukebox in the hood of a car. No garage ever had a line of people wrapping 
around the comer waiting to get in, though. The beers brewed on the 
premises, pool tables and low prices make Bardo quite popular.

And it’s 
important to know how these 
venues stack up against one another 
before you go see your favorite band 
play. 

Arenas 

• The Merriweather Post 
Pavilion, Columbia, Md., is a tough 
place to get to. Another minus is the 
temperatures - Merriweather can 
get a bit steamy if you have lawn 
seats. At the June ’94 Depeche Mode 
show, the lawn area remained swel- 
tering even after sunset. 

Because of complaints form 
neighboring residents, performers 
at Merriweather cannot play above 
a certain decibel level. 

A trip between the 17,000 capac- 
ity pavilion and Foggy Bottom by 
taxi will cost about $55 according to 
the Taxi Transportation Service at 
(202) 398-0500.

Osbourne on Sept. 14. For tickets, 
call Protix at (800) 955-5566 or visit 
a kiosk at Waxie Maxie’s, Safeway 
or Record & Tape Traders. 

• The Nissan Pavilion at Stone 
Ridge, Bristow, Va., is the most dis- 
tant arena in the D.C. metropolitan 
area. The pluses about the Nissan 
Pavilion are the acoustics and the 
good view from any seat. But a cab 
from Foggy Bottom will cost about 
$70.

19,000 people and is the home to the 
Washington Bullets basketball team 
and the Washington Capitals hock- 
ey team. 

The arena is clean and never 
claustrophobic, but its large size 
gives it a rather impersonal feeling. 

To get to the USAir Arena, take 
Metro’s Blue Line to Addison Road 
and then grab a cab for about $10. 
The Taxi Transportation Service 
estimates that a cab between the 
arena and Foggy Bottom will cost 
about $25. In general, it is wise to 
arrive early to avoid the traffic and 
leave early if you need to catch the 
last Metro out of Addison Road into 
the city. 

The University Venues 

• GWs Lisner Auditorium, 730 
21st St., N.W, is ill-suited for bands 
such as They Might Be Giants or 
Siouxsie and the Banshees, both of 
which have performed there recent- 
ly. Although you can see well from 
any of the 2,500 seats, the stage is 
too low and the audience is basically 
confined to the seats.

• GWs Smith Center, 600 22nd

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Record gifts mark Centuries Campaign 1 Feed VOUr Children

The Centuries Campaign broke University records 
in fundraising with gifts exceeding $27 million and 
pledges of more than $120 million in value during 
1995 fiscal year. 

The Campaign has a goal to raise $300 million by 
the year 2000. Two-thirds of the money raised will 
prepare GW for the 21st century through endow- 
ments, facilities and equipment. 

Still, students benefit now from the campaign’s 
success. 'The Campaign Bulletin said $100 million of 
its goal is used for current operating support. 
Associate Vice President for Development Pat Appel 
said proceeds will “enhance the educational experi- 
ence for students immediately.” 

The Campaign augments the Annual Fund, part of 
the University’s operating budget. For example, Law 
School Alumnus Bill Pravel (J.D. ’51) pledged $5,000 
each year ($25,000 total) to support a current lecture- 
ship. He also pledged a $100,000 endowment. 

Appel said campaign enthusiasm and the 175th 
anniversary inspired alumni and friends of the 
University to donate. 

Jack Voelpel (B.A. ’48, M.A. ’50) left a bequest of 


$780,000 for scholarships to students studying the 
United Nations or international affairs. 

Dr. Elizabeth Force (Ph.D. ’73) donated $500,000 to 
establish a scholarship fund for students in the 
Columbian School. 

The Joseph P. Kennedy Foundation donated 
$100,000 to establish the Center for the Study and 
Advancement of Disability Policy in the School of 
Medicine and Heedth Sciences. 

John P. Sutton (J.D. ’63) pledged $100,000 to estab- 
lish an Alumni Chair in Intellectual Property and 
Patent Law. 

The Philip L. Graham Fund gave $50,000 for schol- 
arships for GW students from Washington area public 
schools. 

'The Campaign is still developing. Two new chairs 
have been added to the its steering committee. Pete 
Manos (B.S. ’56, M.S. ’61), President and CEO of 
Giant Food, is leading the effort by the School of 
Business and Public Management. 

Ross Manning (B.A. ’69), President of Jaeger North 
America, a sportswear manufacturer in New York, 
will be the chair for the Elliot School of International 
Affairs. Their responsibilities are to address needs for 
current and capital support through the Centuries 
Campaign.
